Unfortunately society doe 


not seem to feel Inself callable of con 
ducting Its Industries without the ui 
of its weaker members. With each ad 
vance In production, with each in 
crease In wealth ami the capacity a 
producing wealth, n iimen and cuildrei 
In even larger numbers are drafted in 
to sen-lee. In this development th 
woman, 
like Hie child, has licel 
taken from her home anil has bee 
made subject to the tolling factor. 
bell. The home, the natural and niora 
sphere of the woman, has been shat 
tcred by the invasion of the machine 
and the factor}- system. The bimlei 
of our civilization bears with heavies 
weight upon the shoulders of women 
Through constant association with it 
we have liceome hardened to the de 
grading and humiliating truth tha 
In our society, us at present const! 
tuted, hundreds of thousands, if no 
millions, of women and girls, depend 
Ing exclusively upon their own re- 
sources, are compelli-d to work unduh 
long hours and for beggarly wages. 
There is no cessation ol toll, no sur 
cease from the weary round of exhaust 
Ing labor, no pleasure or diversion li 
the few hours of leli-ure. 


"It is hard to reconcile the human- 


ity and Intelligence of this era with 
the wholesale emplovnient of children 
In Industry. Childhood should lie 
period of growth and education; it 
ihould be the stage in which the man 
is trained for future work and fiiturt 
efforts. 
With each advance in civili- 


zation, with each 
improvement of 


mankind, 
Ihe period ol childhood 


should be extended In order that the 
men and women of the next gener- 
ation may be fully mature raid devel- 
oped. In the factory the spring of tbe 
child's life snaps and its spirit is 
completely broken. The outlook upon 
life of a child emerging from the fac- 
tory alter five or six years of woik at 
deadening and monotonous labor la 
not at all encouraging, and It is uol 
lo be wondered at that many children 
with such a task develop Into tramps 
and criminals. 


The trade unions of this country 
stand lor and demand lawa prohibit- 
ing the employment of chlMivn of 
tender years and frail physique, and 
they also demand compulsory school 
attendance of children. In their eff- 
orts to protect the child the trade 
unions have been assisted by the best 
men and women from every walk of 
life. Mo trade unionist U loyal to his 
cause who Is not solicitous of tbe wel- 
fare of tbe least of the little children 
In Industry, and thvre should be no 
rest, 110 cessation of effort until all 
workmen and all other well-inten- 
tioned members of society are united 
In a determined effort to protect chil- 
dren and to guarantee to them a 
happy, healthy and useful existence."

Some M**tures. 


Herbert Spencer scorned Ihe metric 


system because It rests solely on the 
fact that man has but ten lingers. 
However, a mile Is but a "tuitle pa*- 
suum," or a thousand paces. The 
leugtb of the foot was used for dis- 
tances long before It VUN fixed nt 
twelve Inches. A "furlong" itt only a 
furrow long. Tbe breadth of tbe hand 
became the standard because the eas- 
iest way of measuring the height of 
tbe horse. The length of the arm gave 
the length of tbe "ell." aud from tbe 
elbow to tbe tip of the middle finger 
wan tbe 'viiblt." By stretching out 
botb arms as if on a cross tuau Invent- 
ed the measure of tbe 
"fathom." 


Clotb measure still decrees that two 
aud one-half Inches make a "nail." 
and this la tbe width of four fingers 
held together and measured across tbe 
nalla. The apothecary's "dram" origi- 
nally signified "only as much raw spir- 
it as can bt* held In the month."

TONSILINE 
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PAPER CAB WHEELS. 


Safer and Stronger but Mere Costly 


Than Other Wheels. 


We naturally think of paper »! 


| something lacking iu strength and ol 
i a paper article as being fragile, m arc 
I somewhat alarmed wben an encyclo- 


pedic friend remarks Ibat cue wheels 
of tbe rar on whlc!i we are slipping 
along at tbe rate of a mile a minute 
are made of paper. Tata opportunity 
to be alarmed occurs, however, ou 
only Ibe bmn of railways, aa paper 
car wheels, though safer and lunger 
lived than an; others, are also more 
expensive. 
The principal 


of wheels made from this ui 
material is found In the fart ttaiti they 
are not Injured by the violent vlbra 
tlons to which car wheels are sub- 
jected. 


The paper used ID the manufacture 


of these wheels is known as calen- 
dered r.ve 81 raw board, or thick paper, 
It Is sent in ihe car wheel sbope lu 
circular sheets measuring twenty-two 
to forty Inches in diameter, and over, 
each of these sheets Is spread an evet 
coining or flour paste. A dozen steel* 
are placed one on tbe otber and tbe 
lot subjected to hydraulic pressure ot 
GOO tuns or more 
After two hours'
